Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Masuda 
(US 5,512,822). 

Masuda discloses an apparatus for magnetic measurement of sample 
comprising: a magnetic field source 10 to apply a magnetic field to the sample 
16, the magnetic field source 10,18,20 defining a gap "g" in which a sample 
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holder 16 is movably disposed, a substantially flat magnetic field sensor 
MR1.MR2 to sense an induced magnetic moment from the sample 16, the 
magnetic field sensor MR1 ,MR2 having a sensing area substantially the same as 
the extent of each sample, the magnetic field sensor having an output to 
communicate output signals, the magnetic field sensor disposed substantially 
within the gap of the magnetic field source (Note whole document). 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 49-51 of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,437,563. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because claim 1 is broader than and 
encompasses the boundaries of the claims 49-51.
